FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE SCARE, 


A special meeting of the Irish Cattle Traders’ and 
Stockowners’ Association was held at the City Arms 
Hotel, Prussia street, Dublin, on Wednesday, 3rd 
inst., the President, Mr. William Field, M.P., in 
the chair. 

The Chairman stated thatéthe meetiag was speci- 
ally convened to consider the recent scare arising 
from an alleged outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease. 

‘he cattle in question had passed the veterinary 
inspectors at Dundalk and Birkenhead, and yet, on 
the uncorroborated diagnosis of an official in Eng: 
land, the whole live stock trade of the three 
kingdoms was held up. The matter was one of 
tremendous importance, and definite ste should be 
taken to prevent a repetition of a similar mistake. 

On the motion of Mr. John Leonard, FE, 
seconded by Mr. Joseph O'Connor, (o.0., a resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted protesting in the 
strongest terms against the action of the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries in holding up the live 
stock trade of the United Kingdom on the uncon- 
firmed report of disease. The issue of the Order of 
the Board on the 23rd December stopping the move- 
ment of all we stock from the landing places of 
Great Britain caused serions loss to many traders 
the extent of the loss being fortunately minimised 
by the small number of animals in trausit owing 
to the holidays. Had such action been taken a 
week or two earlier the less would have amounted 
to many thousands, of pounds, About three years 
ago enormous losses were inflicted on the Lrish live 
stack trade by similar accusations of disease, 
netably in the Newry and Waterford cases. Under 

renee conditions, when the food of the nation, 
he supplies of beef, mutton, and milk are causing 
such anxious consideration, any serious loss in- 
fited on the traders in live stock must be a loss 
to the people at large. Compulsory slaughter of 
some hundreds of milch cows at the debarkation 
lairages would add to the already considerable diffi- 
culties of the milk supply. The Association re- 
warde d the good repnte of Irish flocks and herds 
as a national asset of paramount importanoe, and 
gave the fullest support to the Department of 
Acricultnre in its efforts to preserve a clean bill 
of. health for our live stock. Therefore, the As- 
sociation called on the Chief Secretary for Ireland 
and the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction to take steps to insure that official 
action interfering with trade shall not be taken 
until therough investigation has been made.

Austria and Peace. 
It is announced from Rome that a 
special courier has arrived there. with 
letters from the Emperor and Empress of 
Austria, urgently asking the Pope's inter- 
vention in favour of peace. The an- 
nouncement will cause no surprise to those 
have followed the recent course of 
events in the Dual Monarchy. On New 
Year’s Day the Papal Nuncio in Vienna 
issued a statement, which he would scarcely 
have made without official warrant, to the 
effect that the Emperor Charles had asked 
the collaboration of the Pope in the effort 
for peace. A fact of much importancain 
this connection was obscured in the ex- 
citement occasioned by Germanys first 
overture in December. Speaking on the day 
after the Imperial German Chancellor pro- 
duced his proposals, Count. Tisza, the 
Hungarian Premier, announced that it 
was Austria-Hungary who conceived the 
idea, and suggested it to Germany, that 
the belligerents should meet in conference 
to discuss possible terms. It is Austria- 
Hungary who is now forcing the pace. We 
printed yesterday the striking statement 
of Count Julius Andrassy, the leader of 
the Hungarian Opposition. Tf,” he said, 
“the Entente reject our peace offer only 
because they maintain that our offer is 
not honestly meant, but is morely a 
manceuvre, and that they cannot enter 
into negotiations withovt knowing our con- 
ditions, they can learn them from Pres:- 
dent Wilson, to whom they will be com- 
municated.’’ The Cologne Gazette, com- 
menting on this statement, does not ques- 
tion its accuracy. On the contrary, it is 
able to state that the enemy s terms have 
already been communicated to President 
Wilson, and remarks that the fact that 
Count Andrassy has often visited Berlin 
on missions from the Government, and 
carries on negotiations with the German 
Government, gives an enhanced signifi- 
cance to his words. It adds, however, that 
his “revelation ” will be received by the 
German public “with very mixed. feel- 
‘ings.”” We shall probably not be far 
wrong in connecting this “ revelation” 
with the Sultan’s visit to Vienna for a 
conference of rulers. It is something 
altogether new, and vastly significant, that 
such a conference should be held in Vienna 
and not in Berlin.

It | 
is explained by the fact, which the Press | 
makes no effort to conceal, that the in- 
ternal conditions of Austria-Hungary are 
rapidly growing desperate. According to 
well-founded estimates, no possible 
economy or reduction of rations can carry 
the country beyond the first weeks of June, 
nearly two months before the new harvest 
can be available. The people of Austria-

Women’s Wages. 


A great change has come over the con- 
ditions of employment for women in Eng- 
land, and it will have a lasting influence. 
It is shown particularly in the standard 
of remuneration for women’s work. — In 
this respect it is claimed fíor the 
Ministry of Munitions that it has 
done more for women workers in 
fifteen months than any other authority 
could probably have done in fifteen 
years. The Ministry’s Circular L 2, with 
its keynote, ‘ Equal pay for equal work,” 
might be described as a women worker’s 
charter. By that Order women who re- 
placed men were to be paid the same 
piece-rates as men, with a time-rate of £1. 
a week. These terms were applied at 
once to the national factories ; in private 
establishments they were at first merely 
recommendations. The Circular has just 
been re-issued in a form still more favour- 
able to female factory workers. The 
amended form provides for the payment 
of £1 for a forty-eight hours week to 
women of eighteen years and over, with 
an extra 6d. an hour for all additional 
work. The Circular is supplemented by 
the proceedings of a Special Arbitration 
Tribunal which has been set up by the 
Minister of Munitions to deal with 
women’s wages. The importance of the 
tribunal lies in the fact that it is acting 
with regard to many trades which, though 
temporarily under the control of the 
Ministry of Munitions, produce articles of 
ordinary commercial use. These trades 
have their own customs, rates of pay, and 
systems of apprenticeship, all framed 
under the stress of national and interna- 
tional competition, and they are not 
amenable to the “flat” arrangements 
which are applied to direct war work. The 
tendency here, however, as in the case of 
the more obvious forms of war work, is to 
raise the standard of payment. In trades 
which are not controlled by the Ministry 
rates of wages are being affected by the 
necessity of counterbalancing the attrac- 
tive terms of employment in the controlled 
establishments. The wages now to be 


earned in the factories and workshops are 
| very different .from the few shillings a 
i week which were paid to girls and women 
before.the war. Nevertheless, they cannot 
be considered extravagantly high. The 
opportunity for the extravagances con- 
‘cerning which so much is heard rises 
‘from the fact that in many families 
where formerly there was only one 
‘breadwinner’ several members now are 
earning, not mere supplements to that 
wage, but full living wages, 
all these earners are in regular employ: 
ment, and often earn gvertime pay,

Another delusion in- 
duced by the reports of rioting in Germany 
is that the German people are on the eve 
of revolution.

There is no chance of the Hohen- 
zollern régime being brought to an end by 
internal revolution unless a large part of 
the German Army, officers as well as men, 
were to join the revolutionists, and of 
that developessnt there is at present little 
or no sign.

War Loan are likely to appeal to the 
public on both investment and patriotic 
grounds, but no radical departure from 
the usual line is now exnected.

The nation 
will probably be warned in 
Budget that it must be prepared for more 
far-reaching and drastic economies. The 
expenditure on the war up to March next 
is estimated at nearly £4,400,000;000, far 
in excess of any sum ever contemplated. 

The London public is . anything but 
pleased with the new railway regulations, 
and it is bombarding its members of Par- 
liament with letters of protest. During 
the past few years a great many people 
moved out into the suburbs, encouraged by 
the railway companies with cheap fares, 
and by local authorities because of over- 
crowding ; and many of these people are 
hit very heavily. London has many 
thousands of night workers whose work 
compels them to travel in the day time, 
and many of them live in the outer suburbs 
because of the quiet. This class is heavily 
penalised. 

Women conductors are to be employed 
shortly on the London tube railways, 
owing to the increasing drain for the Army 
from the male staffs. Women are already 
employed as lift attendants and in other 
capacities, but they have not hitherto been 
employed on the trains. On the Under- 
ground railways, however, women are now 
acting as guards. 

There has evidently been for some time

Trondhjem paper noted that “fears have

EXCHANGE OF INTERNED 
CIVILIAN PRISONERS. 


The Foreign Office has issued: for publication 
the text of correspondence with the United 
States Ambassador in regard to the exchange 
of British and German interned civilians who 
are over 45 years of age. fee 

His Majesty’s Government, considering thaj 
an agreement on the subject has been con 
cluded, inform the United States Ambassador 
that they will take steps to carry it out 
promptly. They are prepared to include in the 
first party, as far as may be practicable, Ger. 
man civilians alleged to be entitled to repatria. 
tion under previous agreements. y also 
agree that the names of the twenty persong 
to be detained on each side shall be recipro. 
cally communicated as soon as possible. The 
question whether the exchange can be effected 
in three groups must depend on practical 
considerations, such as the nature of transport 
available. As soon as His Majesty's Govern. 
ment have ascertained how many German 
civilians can be included in the first party they 
will inform the German Govermmen , im order 
that a proportionate number of British civiliang 
may be ready to embark at the Netherland 

ort at which the German party will arrive, 

t is assumed that masters and créws of fishing 
vessels, and the officers and crews of merchans 
vessels engaged in commerce, will benefit by the 
agreement. His Majesty’s Government stipulate 
that retired naval and military officers nos 
in receipt of pay, but in receipt of pensions, 
shall not be excluded from the benefits of the 
agreement ; and they suggest that the date of 
Mr. Page’s Note replying to their Note should 
be taken as the date for the coming into 
force of the agreement The Note of His 
Majesty’s Government was dated December 6,

On the 19th December the German Foreicn 
Office replied through the American Am. 
bassador, agreeing with the British view that 
the agreement for the release of male crviliang 
over 45 years of age is to be regarded as 
concluded, and agreeing to the proposals in the 
British Note They state that they further 
expect that Germans over 45 years of aga 
interned in British possessions in the Mediter. 
ranean will be sent home at the same time as 
those interned in Great Britain, or as nearly 
as possible, and that the German civilians 
over 45 years of age in the remaining British 
possessions will be repatriated with all possible 
speed. 

á note added to the correspondence states 
that, as the repatriation of the prisoners will 
necessarily extend over a considerable period, 
it will not be possible to give information ag 
to the date on which individual prisoners will 
be released or will return to this country.

OBITUARY. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL J}. A. NELIS. 

The death is announced of Lieutenant-Colone} 
James Alexander Nelis, 1.M.S. (retired), at his 
residence, Seaview terrace, Donnybrook, Colone] 
Nelis had a distinguished career in India. Ha 
served in the Afghan War, and with the Mah- 
good Wuzeree, Hazara, Miranzai, Isazsi, and 
Tiragh Expeditions. 


CAPTAIN H. M. JONES, V.C, 

The death of Captain Henry Michael Jones 
in his eighty-sixth year, which occurred at East 
bourne on 18th December, has been briefly res 
ferred to already. He was the oldest member 
of that coveted Order; the Victoria Cross, 
Captain Jones, who came of & County Dublin 
family, entered the Army in 1849, and served 
through the Crimean War. He was severely 
wounded at the Alma whilst carrying the 
Queen’s Colour of his regiment, the 7th (Royal 
Fusiliers), part of the famous Light Division, 
and he was awarded the V.C. for his cor 
spicuous bravery on that occasion. Having 
recovered from his wound, which had severely 
injured his jawbone, he feturned to his regi- 
ment, and distinguished himself again at the 
assault on the Redan, where he was danger- 
ously. wounded. Promoted Captain in 1855, he 
subsequently went to the King’s Dragoon 
Guards, but retired from the Army im 1857 and 
entered the Diplomatic Service in the follow- 
ing year, and séfved as Consul-General ab 
Tabriz, Christiania, and Philippopolis till 1880. 
Ho was Minister resident at Bankok in 1889, at 
Lima in 1894, and at Quito from 1895 to 1898 
in which year he retired, \and spent most of 
his time on the Continent till he settled at 
Eastbourne, some years ago, Captain Jones 
was a Knight of the Legion of Honour, and in 
his fighting days was widely known throughous 
the Service for his mntrepidity and contempt for 
danger, qualities which recent events have 
shown to be inherent in the present generation 
of Irishmen as they have ever been in the past 
Captain Jones leaves one son, Lieutenant 
Oliver St. M. Jones, at present servine over- 
seas with the Sherwood Foresters. Several of 
Captain Jones’ brothers were killed in action 
in the East before the Crimean War.

ALLIES IN THE ASCENDANT. 


The Press Association’s special correspondent 
with the French Army, writing on January 1, 
says:—The totals of prisoners taken by the 
Allied Armies on the various fronts in Europe 
during 1916 make up a mass of close upon 
600,000. The French have captured 78,500 Ger- 
mans, the British have captured 40,500 Germans, 
the Italians have taken 52,250 Austrians. On 
the Eastern front the Russians have captured 
some 400,000 prisoners, mostly Austrians. The 
Macedonian Army has taken prisoners 11,175 
Bulgarians, Turks, and Germans. This gives us 
the formidable total of 582,423, a figure which 
leaves out of account the considerable number 
of prisoners made by the Rumanians in their 
irruption into Transylvania, and the prisoners 
captured by the British in Egypt,and German 
East Africa. Of the 119,000 Ger ns captured 
in France in 1916, the French took 26, at 
Verdun and 51,840 on the Somme. 

The Franco-British Armies have taken hun- 
dreds of guns of various calibres from the 
enemy during the year. A recent official state- 
ment in England claimed 150 heavy guns, 
field guns, and 1,500 machine guns up to Novem- 
ber. But this total will have to be considerably 
increased, as the French captured 115 guns of 
all calibres at Verdun on the 15th and 16th of 
December. 

It is safe to put the enemy’s total casualties 
in France during the year at not less than a 
million. Reasonable computations based on the 
enemy's partial admissions make it, considerably 
more. The loss in prmoners alone is equivalent 
to the bayonet strength of ten full divisions. 

These results have been won against an enemy 
who at Verdun put forth his maximum offensive 
effort; on the Somme his maximum defensive 
power. 

In their attack on Verdun, the Germans, up 
to July Ist, had brought into engagement 424 
divisions. On the Somme, up to November Ist, 
in all 90 German divisions had participated in 
the fighting. 

The. captures of the French at Verdun are 
especially significant, because they were made 
on the great German front of attack. 

THE GREAT REVELATION, 

The importance of ‘their successes on the 
Somme lies in the fact that they were made, to 
the amazement of the enemy, just after the 
French Army had beaten off the greatest assault 


| winch the enemy had ever been able to deliver. 


Juring the first fortnight of the battle of the 
Somme the French Verdun Army was still 
heavily engaged with the enemy on its own 
front, while their 6th and 10th Armies were 
advancing in bounds on both banks of the 
Somme. This was the great revelation of the 
vear as far as the French Army was concerned. 
It taught the enemy, once for all, that any 
Plan of campaign based on the idea that the 
French Army can be either crushed or exhausted 
is chimerical, 

A year after the beginning of the battle of 
Verdun that Army is more powerful, better 
equipped, more confident than ever, and on this 
front the ascendant has passed definitely to the 
Armies of France and Great Britain.

The Russian report records notable successes 
on the Rumanian front. In the region of 
the Botoch Mountain they broke through 
the enemy’s lines and took 600 prisoners, 
3 cannon, 16 machine guns, and some 
mine-throwers and mortars. Persistent 
attacks of the enemy were repulsed with 
great losses. 

In the Dobrudja the Russians also had some 

successes. They annihilated a Bulgarian 

field post by a surprise attack, and re: 
pulsed a strong attack of the enemy at 

Macin. - Later on, however, the enemy 

resumed his attacks, with the result that 

the Russians withdrew towards Braila. 

Germans claim to have stormed some 
heights north of the Oituz road. 
Mackensen’s Army report the capture of 
the Milcoker sector, north-west of 
Foccani, Macin and Jijila, the capture 
of which towns was reported yesterday 
by the Germans, are said to have been 
stormed, notwithstanding the obstinate 
defence of the Russians. In these actions 
the enemy claims 1,000 .prisoners. 

The Germans say the Dobrudja has been 
“cleared of the enemy,’’ with the ex. 
ception of a small tongue of land towards 


Galatz, where the Russians are holding 
out.

AMERICAN BANK RESERVE 
PROBLEM 


(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
WASHINGTON, Trurspay. 

An official bulletin issued by the Federal Re- 
serve Board reveals the fact that amendments 
to the bank law governing reserves are under 
consideration by a Congressional Committee. 
They are intended to aid in controlling the in- 
flow of gold into the United States. The bulletin 
says that this inflow of gold need not be con- 
sidered a meance to the wellbeing of- the com- 
munity, provided satisfactory provision is made 
to control its movement and accumulation. 
This, it is suggested, can be accomplished by 
wiping out fictitious reserves carried in the 
form of reserve balances, and vesting the Board 
with power to increase the percentage of bank 
reserves, and re-arranging the reserve require- 
ments of the country, s8o as to place all reserve 
funds, except necessary till money, in the hands 
of reserve banks.

The report of the Estatés and Finance Com- 
mittee of tle Dublin Corporation, to be dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the Council on Mon- 
day next, contains a recommendation on a 
notice of motion that a war bonus of 5s. per 
week, to take effect as frém the Ist May, 1916, 
be granted to all whole-time officers or em- 
ployés of the Corporation of Dublin whose 
salaries or wages do not exceed £250 per 
annum. The report states that the proposal 
w6tld affect about 163 officials, and would in- 
volve an expenditure of about £2,639. As 
officially intimated by the Board of Trade, it 
requires £1 to purchase what, in pre-war days, 
could have been obtained for 12s. 6d. The 
Committee are satisfied that the class of 
officials, mostly the clerical staff, to whom it 
is proposed to grant the bonus are as much 
entitled to be considered in this matter 
as the other sections of the Corporation 
employés. They recommend a grant of 10 per 
cent. instead of the 5s. contemplated in the 
motion, a recommendation which will involve 
an additional expenditure of £644 to the amount 
required by the terms of the motion, but, in 
the opinion of the Committee, it was a fair 
proportionate basis on which the grant should 
be formed.

the Teutonic*Allies. He was unable to say 
whether, as reported, the. President had re- 
ceived in secret the terms of peace agreeable to 
the Central Empires, and this illustrated the 
ignorance of the Senate on a matter upon which 
it was asked to grant blindly its endorsement. 
Similarly the Eatente’s reply to Germany 's pr@- 
posal indicated the absolute futility at this time 
of bringing peace to the attention of the Alles. 
Senator Lodge said he was of opinion that it 
was most unwise to venture where neither side 
had pressed for negotiation distasteful to both. 
He continued—We don't want to find  our- 
selves at the end of the war without a friend in 
the world, with the fact glaring us in the eye 
that we made uncounted millions out of the 
war which cost other nations uncounted millions 
of money and uncounted millions of men. 

Senator Lewis, Illinois, responded, denying 
that the passage of the resolution would in- 
volve the United States in European politics. It 
would merely approve, he argued, the action of 
the President in seeking a way towards peace, 
and would not approve the contents of the 
President’s Note in its entirety.

LORD SELBORNE’S WARNING. 


Lord Selborne, presiding at a meeting of the 
African Banking Corporation yesterday, said— 
For his part, he would hold out no prospect 
whatever of an early termination of hostilities. 
He thought that those who were prophesying 
and encouraging the idea of an early peace 
were erroneous in their opinion and mis- 
chievous in their action. He could Weon- 
ceive of no greater crime than if the Allied 
nations were to. sacrifice their portentous 
sacrifice by premature peace, They had every 
reason to be content with the answer the Go- 
vernment had recently given. ‘It was a pure 
delusion to suppose that the enemy would 
the present moment accept any peace that 
could be tolerable to ourselves, or which would 
not in his judgment involve a deliberate sacri- 
fice of our trust and of our cause. There was 
no present prospect of getting peace which 
would seeure for our children immunity from 
the terrible catastrophe which had fallen upon 
us. It was not yet time to forget the hideous 
crimes which the German Government had. 
committed or the fact that the word of honour 
of the German Government was false coin, and 
that their assurances, their promises, their 
undertakings were of no value whatever.

GERMANY’S GREAT NAVAL 


EFFORT, ' 


The Special Correspondent of the London 
Daily Express at Amsterdam says :—Germany is 
preparing a tremendous naval effort. From ex- 
clusive information reaching me from Germany, 
it. appears that the greatest activity is now 
prevailing from Emden to Memel. The Kiel 
ards are turning out submarines of the 
argest type only, at top speed, while — 
boats are béing built. at Rembers and Cux- 
haven. Aerial defences for all these yards have 
been completed. Zeppelin stations have been 
either strengthened, as at Cuxhaven, Emden, 
Wilhelmshaven, and Kiel, or created. Zeppelins 
scout day and night in fear of a possible English 
attack. The feeling of the German Navy is 
one of great fury against England. | 


THE SPECTRE OF FAMINE. 


Information is daily becoming. more abundant 
regarding the economic difficulties prevailing m 
Germany, says the Paris Correspondent of the 
Morning Post, and yesterday, in conversation 
with a Frenchman, who has been a prisoner im 
Germany, 1 have learnt some interesting facts 
bearing on the situation there. He assured me 
that iu was quite common for the guards at 
prisoners’ camps to beg French soldiers to allow 
them to have scraps trom the parcels sent to 
them from France, and that they asked particu- 
larly for chocolate. e was emphatic on the 
point that Germany would not be justified in 
placing very great reliance on the next harvest, 
inasmugh as the forced labour of prisoners in 
the fields had repeatedly led to wastage. The 
state of affairs in the country districts, he said, 
is more deplorable than it is in the towns, for 
the German authorities, fearing risings, have 
concentrated on the revictualling of the towns, 
for which purpose they have commandeered the 
foodstuff in the villages. For these, and other, 
reasons my informant argued that the German 
harvest will be quite inadequate to meet more 
than a fraction of the demand of the country. 


THE RUMANIAN SITUATION, 


The Times’ Correspondent in the Balkan 
Peninsula writes from Jassy, December 8th — 

With regard to the causes of the military 
disaster there seems a considerable consensus 
of opinion on one point. General Avarescu, it 
it said, ought to have been given an entirely 
free hand in the directiomof the campaign, Ir- 
stead of this he was first nominated to the com- 
mand of the Second Army in the Western 
Carpathians. After the disaster of Tutravan he 
was transferred to the Third Army on tte 
| Danube, but afterwards, when German pressure 
in the Carpathians had become dangerous, he 
was sent back to his former post. It is urged 
that both these changes were made when it 
was too late. General Avarescu began his mili- 
tary career in the ranks, and has risen to one 
of the highest posts in his profession. All the 
Rumanian Generals were, in fact, untried men. 
Most of them, nevertheless, have fought well, 
and have shown an excellent example to their 
men, whose bravery, especially in the defence 
of the Carpathians, has been worthy of all 
praise. 

Regarding the political responsibility, the cir- 
cumstances connected with M. Bratiano’s deci- 
sion to enter upon the war when he did cannot 
be discussed at the present fime, and without 
a full review of those circumstances no criticism 
is of any value. Meanwhile, though the out- 
look is dark for the moment, there is no reason 
to regard the future with despondency. 


. THE ARMY INQUIRY. 


There is one remark which a foreign ob- 
server of our affairs would infallibly make oa 
reading the findings published yesterday of the 
Special Court of Inquiry appointed to investi- 
gate the cases of Second Lieutenant Barrett and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Owen Thomas, says " the 
Daily Telegraph. He would say that only the 
English were capable of making affairs of this 
character public in the midst of a military 
struggle for existence, and he would not be 
intending to pay us a compliment. It would be 
quite, open to us, however, to accept the words 
in that sense, and we have no doubt the pre- 
vailing feeling is one of insular satisfaction that 
our Army is. strong enough to do without hush- 
ing up matters of this sort, and does not con- 
sider its honour or public prestige threatened 
when the unjust treatment of an officer by !1s 
superiors is openly impugned. A precise 
definition of “ militarism,’’ as some of ús may 
have found, is not always easy to give on the 
spur of the moment, but whatever it* may tc, 
it is not a system under which such an in- 
quiry and such a publication as these wouid 
be possible. Mr. Barrett’s ease, which has in- 
evitably attracted the larger share of attention, 
was a thoroughly unpieasant business. It is 
no welcome task to be obliged to comment on 
the escapades of a lady, well advanced in years, 
who derived her local importance. from the 
fact that her husband had long and honour- 
ably filled the post of Lord Lieutenant o 
Denbighshire. But if such an attempt to blast 
the career of a young officer of promise, against 
whom absolutely nothing could truthfully be 
brought, had not been exposed and brought to 
nought, it would have been far worse for the 
Army and for the country than the public wash- 
ing of so much dirty linen.

THE LABOUR PROBLEM.

USE OF EXCHANGES. 


One of the most important blems 
solved by those who are drenting up a Seat 
for increasing the production of food in Ire- 
land is that of securing sufficient labour to 
carry out the more extensive cultivation which 
will be necessary. The question, of course, is 
engaging the deep . attention of thais 
who. are formulating the increased . tillage 
scheme. The experience of the employ-- 
Ment exchanges in Ireland is that those 
seeking employment on the land are negligible 
in number, for high wages are obtained on’ 
crossing the Channel, and many men have been 
going tor some time past from Ireland to Great 
Britain to better their fortunes.

AUDITOR'S SERIOUS CHARGES. 
The report of the Local Govarnment Board 
Auditor, Mr. E. P. M'Carron, led to a lively 
discussion at the meeting of the Drogheda 
Corporation on Wednesday afternoon. 

In his report Mr. M‘Carron observed that 
most of the extensive property of the Council 
appeared to have been leased out in past 
times at admittedly low rents. In cases 
during the year where re-leasing took place of 
premises in important positions in the town 
small, but what would seem to be quite in- 


sufficient, increases were made in the rents. | 


Members of the Corporation were themselves 
in many instances the tenants of municipal 
property, and it must be obvious that in ascer- 


tainmg a standard of value for new leases | 


they must necessarily find themselves in posi- 
tions where their private interest and public 
duty are opposed. A surcharge of £13 lis. 8d. 
was made against Mr. P. P, Keeley, Borough 
Treasurer, for an unnecessary delay in demand- 
ing possession of corporate property. In re- 
gard to the Gas Works undertaking, the 
auditor reported an adverse balance of £145 
odd, and stated that the sale prices of coke 
were unwarrantably low. Members of the Cor- 
poration and of the Gas Committee, some of 
whom were actively identified with the bakery 
trade, were themselves extensive purchasers at 
the unwarrantably low rates: These members 
were aware of their obligations as trustees for 
the ratepayers to exercise a reasonable judg¢- 
ment as business men in the matter of charging 
suitable. prices, and, further, they must have 
realised from experience in their own business 
that they were availing themselves of improper 
prices to their own advantage and to the detri- 
ment of other ratepayers and gas consumers. 
They have laid themselves open to proceedings 
for breach of trust, and have disqualified them- 
selves from holding office. He suggested that 
further investigation would be simplified if 
members ceased to act after they had incurred 
disqualification. He surcharged £11 against the 
Council in connection with the illegal distri- 
bution of lime, and £24 9s. in respect of “ un- 
founded and gratuitous payments tó three 
former employés of the Council’; £5 out of 
pocket expenses of the Town Clerk, Mr. T. B. 
Connolly, in visiting Manchester in connection 
with the stoppage of the Liverpool and 
Drogheda steamers was also surcharged, as the 
matter had no connection with the official 
duties of the Town Clerk, A surcharge was 
made of £18 7s, 4d., representing several] items, 
purporting to be outlay in a bill of costs paid 
to Mr. M‘Cann, solicitor. 

Mr. Davis said that, in connection with the 
leases, the auditor sheuld be asked to. give 
IEC instanees, aa his report was. a flaming 
charge against the ability, as well as the 
honour, of the Corporation. ' 

Alderman Elcock said he would not notice an 
official of the Local Government Board who 


was in-no position to know the value of house | 


property or of the equity of rents in Drogheda. 
Mr. M‘Carron was taking on himself the posi- 
tion of a Court of Appeal, and if the Council 
did other than ignore his impertinence they 
should bring him down and make him a mem- 
ber of the Corperaticn. He disputed this 
gentleman's rights altogether in this matter, 
and observed that the Local Government Board 
was reeking with illegalities. 


No action waa taken, and the discussion of |

THE NEW WAR LOAN. 


STEEL COMMON STRONG. 
(FROM OJR FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT) 
LONDON, Tavrspary. 

Business on the Stock Exchange was on a 
strictly moderate scale. Markets were awaiting 
the appearance of the new War Loan flotation, 
which was again the chief subject of debate 
throughout the session. The action of the Bank 
of England in suspending the sale of Treasury 
bills referred to elsewhere gave rise to a belief 
that the new issue would appear immediately— 
possibly, this evening. ‘The Bank of England 
however, did not confirm this assumption, and 
purchases of ‘Tweasury bills during the past 
two days have been on such a huge scale that 
the proceeds from this source may well be suffi- 
cient to meet immediate war expenses. More- 
over, the Treasury can borrow from the Bank 
of England on Ways and Means Bills, if the 
necessity arises. There was thus again no cer- 
tainty at the close of business as to the exact 
date when the new flotation would be made. 
The gilt-edged section was firm without any 
outstanding feature. The impression grows 
that the new flotation will be a 5 p.c. one at 
around 96. 6 p.c. Exchequer Bonds were again 
in considerable request, and were dealt in up 
to 1013. Bank of England Stock held firm, and 
Indian Government issues met fair support at 
previous rates. The Irish Land Loan left off 
around 523, after being 53. Local Loans Stock 
held firm.

The banks in qutes- 
tion are three German—the Deutsche Bank, the 
Dresdner Bank, and the Direcdon der Disconto 
Geselischaft—and two Austrian—the Oester- 
richische Laenderbank and the Anglo-Austrian 
Bank. Shortly stated, during the period of con- 
trol to September 30th last the following results 
have been achieved :—The liabilities to British 
Allies and neutral subjects have been paid or 
otherwise discharged to the extent of 
£27,600,000. Securities belonging to British, 
Allied, and neutral subjects have been delivered, 
i CÉ; saghnss the approximate vaiue of £7,80,000. 

The assets haye been realised in cash, and in- 
terest and dividends collected, producing a sum 
of nearly 234 million pounds. 

The accommodation granted by the Bank of 
England to these banks, in order to enable |
